Of his favorite hlack cigars and had a kind word wi»h each of the little group. 
Mr. Birge had been anxi­ 
ous to secure a picture of the president in th« mission, which was a truly artistic reproduction of the old 
Spanish architecture, hut so delicate was his teeling that although lie knew the president would grant his 
request, he. could not make it. 
At about ten minutes of 4 the genial party broke up and President McKin­ 
ley drove off with Mr. Milburn and Secretary Cortelyou.
